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The Preſervation of Lot from being conſumed 
in Sodom” was miraculous, yet the GoſpePs faving 
from the Vengeance of eternal Fire, is greater 
We may Inſtance in Daniel, and the three Children, in 
the fiery Furnace: Yet ſtill all is not to be 
| compared with the Deliverance accompliſhed by 
Jesus Cnr1sT, for thoſe that receive Him; for 
He. ſayes them from the roaring Lion, and the 
fiery Furnace, the ſmoak of which aſcendeth up 

for ever and ever. 


2. The Author of this Salvation is deſcribed 
Ja. ix. 6. Even the mighty Gov, the Father of 
Eternity, the Prince of Peace. It was not a Man, 
N or an Angel; but Gov manifeſt in the Fleſh ; yea, 
| that Gop who is overall ; of whom all Things 
were made, and by whom all Things conſiſt. Gop 
looked to ſee if there was any to help, and there 
was not one that could recover Man from his A-- 
poſtacy. He muſt ſave Man Himſelf, or Man muſt 
periſh for ever. 


3. As to the Means which Gop uſed to accom- 
pliſh Man's Salvation; He was made in the Like- 
neſs of ſinful Fleſh, Rom. viii.

For there is no Condemnation to 
them that are in CHRIS TH Jesvs, Rom. viii. 1. All 
that believe in Him are juſtified from all Things. 
Acts xiii. 39. By being ſaved froni the Guilt of Sin, 
I mean, that free Redemption which the Sinner has 
in the Blood of CHRIST, in the Moment he lays 
hold on the Promiſe by Faith, The Words of St. 
Peter confirm this: To Him (i. e. to CuRIST) bear 
all the Prophets witneſs, That whoſoever believeth 


in Him, ſhould receive Forgiveneſs of Sins, Ads x. 


43. This is the Gift of God. By Grace our Sins 
are forgiven ; for by Grace we are ſaved through 


Faith, and that not of ourſelves, it is the Gift of 
Gon: not of Works, leſt any Man ſhould boaſt, 
Epb. ii. 9. CAxIsr is the ſole Cauſe of our Juſti- 


fication. What He did, and ſuffered, and ever 
pleads as our High Prieſt, is the meritorious Cauſe 


of our Acceptance with God; and Faith is the 


only Condition on which we receive this Atone- 
ment, or, the Inſtrument by which we apprehend

st. Paul, in the ſixth Chapter to the Romans, Thus 
ſaitk the Apoſtle, at the fixth Verſe; Knowing 
this, that our Old Man is crucified with Him, that 
the Body of Sin might be deftroyed, that henceforth we 
ſhould not ſerve Sin. And again, at the fourteenth verſe, 
Sin ſhall not have Dominion over you, for ye are 
not under the Law, but under Grace. Even under 
that Grace that bringeth Salvation, and that lead- 
eth you to renounce all Ungodlineſs, and Worldly 
Deſires. The Son hath made you free. He hath 
made you victorious over Sin. . You trample it un- 
der your Feet. You are crucified with Car1sT. 
Sin is conquered, and Grace reigns through Righ- 
teouſneſs. Thoſe that receive Remiſſion of Sins, in 
the ſame Moment they receive Power to forſake 
all outward Sin, and to keep down inward Sin. 
The Law of the Spirit of Life, which is through 
CnrisT Jesus, has made them free from the Law 
of Sin and Death. 


3. Believers are ſaved through Car1sT from the 
Contagion of Sin, for He deftroyeth all the Works 
of the Devil. He brings in everlaſting Righte- 
* ouſneſs. He fully ſaves His People from their 
Sins. He heals all their Diſeaſes, and cleanſes 
them from all Unrighteouſneſs. This is largely 
.promiſed and explained in the thirty-fixth Chapter 
of Ezetiel, from the twenty-fifth, to the twenty-ninth 
Z Verſe. Gop promiſes, 


1. That He would cleanfe them from all their 
Filthineſs and Idols. 2. Give them a new Heart, 
and a right Spirit. 3. Give them His Spirit. 4. 
Cauſe them to walk in His Statutes, to keep His

white as Snow, in the Blood of CuRISsT. Be encou- 


raged. Draw near and hear, and your Soul ſhall 
live. Jesus the Sinner's Friend is ready to receive 


you. He came to fave ſuch poor, vile, helpleſs 
Sianers as we are, Methinks your Hearts begin to 
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relent. You ſeem deſirous to ſee Jxesvs. Load 
carry on the Work Thou haſt begun, 


Yet, faith the Loxp, I am willing to have 
Mercy upon you, to forgive all your Sins, to heal all 
your Diſeaſes. My Heart is filled with Mercy to- 
wards you.
